REMARKS

application in this regard. 

Examiner has withdrawn claim 57 as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. While Applicants respectfully traverse Examiner's position, Applicants have 
canceled claim 57 without prejudice or disclaimer to filing a divisional application 
thereon. 

While Applicants respectfully traverse the rejections of claims 24, 49-52 
and 54-56 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
over claims 1 , 12, 16, 18 and 20 of U.S. Patent No. 5,489,307, Applicants submit 
herewith a Terminal Disclaimer to obviate the rejections. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request that the obviousness-type double patenting rejections of claims 24, 
49-52 and 54-56 be withdrawn.
